A TIDAL FLAME. | 


———_—_ 


A Disastrously Ruinous Fire in 
New York. _ 

Whole Structures Enveloped in Flames— 
Citizens Slide Down Ropes and Drop 
Through Hatchways—All Caused by 
Spontaneous Combustion. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YorK, July 23.—A most disastrous fire 
broke out at 1:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon on 
the sixth floor of the Munro building, Nos. 17 to 
27 Vandewater street, and Nos. 41 to 51 Rose 
street, where the Seaside Library is printed. 
Within an hour the upper stories on the south 
side of the structure were enveloped in flames, 
and when the fire was subdued at nightfall, four 
upper stories on the Vandewater street side of 
the building and the upper part of the middle of 
the building were 

A MASS OF RUINS. ° 

The fire was discovered by the residents in the 
neighborhood, who saw clouds of smoke issuing 
from the windows on the sixth floor and rising in 
curls over the roof of the building, whichis eight 
stories high on Vandewater street and nine 
stories high on Rose street. Owing to the long 
time it took to gain an entrance, the fire had got 
under strong headway before the men were able 
to get to work. The smke belched forth from 
the windows in front and on the siae of the sixth 
floor of the building as though it came 
from an active volcano It wponred out 
in dense black volumes, obscuring from 
view the front of the talland massive structure 
and filled the street with sucha pali that no one 
could see. The firemen had to grope their way 
like blindmen. It soon became evident thata 
destructive conflagration was imminent, and sec- 
ond and third alarms were sent out calling numer- 
ous engines and trucks tothe scene. Several 
special calls were afterward given. ‘The firemen 
who had succeeded in obtaining an entrance to 
the burning structure were repeatedly ° 

DRIVEN BACK BY THE SMOKE. 
On reaching the sixth floor they were compelled 
to beata hasty retreat on account of the flame 
and smoke wiich were pouring from one of the 
rooms. They rushed from ihe spot only to fiud 
that the hali leading to the main entrance was uiso 
in flames. Terror-stricken, they dropped 
their hose and fied in different directions. Some 
got out of a window and siid down a rope into the 
opeh space on the tenement side of the building, 
wile others managed, by getting into rear rooms 
and dropping Umough hatehways to lower floors, 
to escape by the main engance. It was several 
minutes before some of them recovered sufficienut- 
ly lo resuine work. The fire was under control at 
about five o’clock. The three upper floors on the 
Vaudewater street side and about half of the 
building Weiween that street and Rose street were 
gutted, ‘Tic fire, it is supposed. was caused 
_BY SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 

The building was the property of George Munro, 
who is» the publisher of the Seaside Li- 
brary and a nuiiber of weekly serial papers. 

There are eight floors on Vandewater street 
and nine on the Boge street side. The ground 
floor on the Vandewater street side is oceupi 
by the New York Witness, - the New Yerk Scre 
lop Woiks, H. MeUCobb, a confectioner and 
Charles A. Lieb, machinist.

A PLEASANT EXCURSION. 


The “Long Dock Gang” Capture a Boatand 
Cause a Riot. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

JERSEY City, July 23.—Considerable excite- 
ment was caused here late last night by the re- 
port that two nen had been Killed in a riot on an 
excursion which had lett the city yesterday morn- 
ing. The report was found to be incorrect, but it 
was ascertained that a series of drunken fi ghts 
had taken place and several men had been injured 
more or less seriously. The excursion was given 
by the Davitt Rifles, who had as cuests the Hi- 
bernian Rifles of Jersey City, the Montgomery 


Rifies of New York and an independent rifie com- 
pany trom Elizabethport. The Davitts had 
chartered the barges Meyers and Geraldine and 
the steamboat Egbert Myers, and the destination 
of the excursion was Linden Grove, Staten Island. 
There was a large crowd on the barges and at the 
Pavoniaferry, the first starting place, a crowd of 
rufflans Known as the “Long Dock Jiang” got on 
bourd. It is said, by people who were on the 
excursion, that there was a succession of fights 
from the time the boat and barges ieft the dock, 
and that bottles aud stools and every other avail- 
able thing Were used as weapons. The “Long 
Dock Gaug”’ was in continual conflict with the 
rifle company and the large crowd of women and 
children were greatly irightened. When 
fm A LANDING 
was made gt Elizabethport many of the 
pleasure-seeKers Went ashore and returned by 
railroad. Ab the grove the brawls were renewed 
aud some of tht riflemen used their bayonets and 
weajons. The Superintendent of a linoleum 
factory saw twomen whom he supposed to be 
dead carried on board one of the barges,.and he 
telegraphed to Capt. Biake, of the Brighton 
police, that a riot was in progress in the grove 
and that wo men had been Killed. Capt. Biake 
telegraphed back that as the grove was six miles 
from brighton and he and his men had no means 
of reaching the pluce, it would be better to tele- 
graph to the Jersey City police to meet the brawl- 
ers upou their return home. This was done and 
Chief Murphy sent Capt. Farrier anda squad of 
detectives and police to the Morris street dock to 
intercept the party. The pojicemen formed a 
doubie iine apon the pier and compelled every- 
bovy to pass before them. kn this mauner they 
arrested all the members of the 
LONG DOCK GANG 
that they knew and everybody that had any ap- 
pearance ol having been engaged ina fight. The

A MINNESOTA CYCLONE. 


Terrible Ravages by a Storm in the Southern 
Part of the State. 


St. PAUL, MINN., July 23.—A storm swept 
through Southern Minnesota and travelea as far 
as Huron, Dak., at noon yesterday. It was most 
furious at Mantonville, Wasioja, Elgin § and 
Owatonna in this State. At Mantonville 
a number of dwellings and busi- 
ness bouses were demolished and _ sev- 


eral people were killed and many others seri- 
ousiy wounded. The village of Elgin was almost 
compietely wiped out. The loss ot life was great- 
er than at Mantonvilie, and the damage to prop- 
erty very great. At Owatonna all the buildings 
in the State Fair Grounds, which were being fil- 
ted up for the ae mag * exhibition, were com- 
pletely destroyed. The Methodist Church, the 
largest in the town, was badly damaged. Several 
persons were more or less injured. but none 
of them fatally. A passenger train east 
was wrecked at Owatonna. Tne train first ran 
into the siorm at St. Charles. Five cars were 
lifted from the track and overturned into a ditch. 
Of the twenty-five passengers on_ the train all but 
five were seriousiy injured. Fred. Morgan, the 
conductor of the train, was the greatést sufferer, 
his arm being broken and his head being badly 
cut. The total damage by the storm will reacn 
into the hundreds of thousands of dollars.

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FINE CROP PROSPECTS. 


Osborne County, Kansas—Large 
Yields of Wheat. 

Fine Prospects for Corn—Growth of the 
Stock Interest—Osborne, the County 
Seat—Grand Anniversary Celebration 
at Downs—Bull City’s Trade. 


Snecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

OSBORNE, Kas., July 21.—There can be no 
longer any surp that many farmers in the east 
are selling oug tneir high-priced farms where 
many of them merely eke out an existence, get- 
ting ofttimes but poor returns for a large amount 
of labor upon afarm where the initiatory steps 
are to grub out timber or underbrush or to plow 
amid the stones, seeking for some productive 
soil,and leave in search of a suitable place in 
Kansas or other Western States, after one has 
been west, watched the signs of the times, seen 
the growing crops, priced tke beautiful valley 
land and conversed with farmers who, many of 
them, coming west a few y ago with nothing 
perhaps but a team and a sm@ii amount of money, 
are now in comfortable circumstances, own a 
good-sized farm, and are essentially out of debt. 

That this is really the case our trin to Osborne 


county and the Solomon Valley fully demon- 
strates. In coaveraing with farmers we learn 
that there is but little dissatisfaction ; that there is 
much greater: proportionate interest taken in 
stock; that corn raised here is universally 
put into pork to market, and that by this means 
the farmer realizes from 40 to 60 cents pér bushel 
forit. Asa reflex of the well doing of the farin- 
ers in Osborne County, one lumber firm has sold 
this season |wenty-four complete house bills, four 
of them ranging trom $2,000 to $3,000 and all for 
the country. A banker informs us that it.is 
nearly impossible to loan money, and of $40,000 
loaned during the last year not a single man de- 
faulted on interest. 

What is the secret of this success? Persever- 
ance, industry and careful farming 

ON CHEAP RICH LAND, 
where as one farmer told us his last year’s crop 
exceeded the estimated vaiue of his farm. 

Much good land can yet be secured in this coun- 
ty for farming purposes in various ways. First, 
the homesteader who for some reason, perhaps 
his own laek of skill or industry, is willing to seil 
out lis claim. Second, the 20,000 acres of unsold 
schvol lands, upon which the terms are twenty 
years’ time at six per cent. Third, some 20,000 
acres of railroad land still to be obtained upon 
favorable.terms, and last, over 18,000 acres of vVa- 
cant Government land still open for entry by 
homestead, pré-cmption or timber culture act.

We saw some 
rood hedge fenees and inmmense quantities of land 
enced with barbed wire, principally for pastur- 
rage.

but. not far enough west to be compelled to irri- 
gate to proauce crops, and with usually sufficient 
rainfali during tke growing season, Its altitude 
is nearly 2,000 feet, and its healthf{uiness marked, 
Ii cyntains 900 square miles, or 676.000 acres, con- 
sisting of valley and rolling prairie, with some 
level upland. ‘The soil is alluvium in the valleys 
aud smagnesiuin limestone on the uplands. 
I, is vety sich and fertile, quite dee 

and apparently inexhaustible. Land whic 

has been cultivated to winter Wheat 
for ten years is still jin good condition. 
Subsoil is partly alluvium, principally drift, 
which is very fertile when turned to the suriace.

“You got through yesterday’s work in good 
shape?” 

“Yes: but then, of course, that was no criterion. 
The work on Sunday is so livin hat only a fifth 
of the force is on hand. Comparatively few mes- 
sages are sént and the press runs light. To-day, 
however, a good average business is being done, 
and the operators on hand are handling it ina 
very satisfactory manner.” 

MR. FE. H. BROWN, 
was as usual elated 
over the situation. He felt more than ever 
before that the long-sighteaness which had en- 
abled him for months to keep himself posted on 
the doings of the brotherhood had been rewarded. 

“We,are handling our business better than 
“ever,” hesaid. “Our force is full in numbers and 

well up to the standard in the mattér of expert- 
ness. The trouble 1s over as far 4s Weare Con- 
cerned.” 

“The strikers claim that you cannot possibly 
get along without them.” 

“They know betier. They cannot help knowing 
that they are beaten, and that we are doing the 
company’s work in good shape and shall continue 
todo so. Overon the Merchants’ Exchange to- 
day we are giving perfect satisfaction, while the 
general business is being carried on as well as 
ever.” 

‘‘The strikers say that they can bold out for six 
months longer.’ 

“They will stay out a good deal longer than 
that. They won’t get back at all. We wilistand by 
the operatois who stand by us through thick and 
thin, If the strikers come back they will have to 
take what’s left after the loyal employes are pro- 
vided for.” 

“There was considerable feeling on the part of 
the strikers to-day because they were excluded 
from the floor of the Exchange.” 

“Was there? Well, now, | don’t see what they 
have tocomplain about. Wesend men up there 
to work and not to be laughed and sneered at and 
insulted. How would you like to be work- 
ing quietly at your desk and have 
lumps of paper and other missiles come at 
you, and then have a fellow come upto you and 
say, “You're a stinker,” and apply other compli- 
mentary remarks to you. That is oe what our 
operators had to stand up there, and as we send 
them up there to do business and as business can- 
not be done under such conditions, a note was 
sent to Mr. Ewald, President of the Exchange, 
acquainting him of what wasgoing on. If he ex- 
cluded the strikers fromthe floor on this repre- 
sentation, he acted, in my opinion, with wisdom.” 

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS ON ’CHANGE 
Was very much improved this morning. The 
Board of Trade Telegraph Company had three 
wires in good working order between here and 
Chicago, and messages were flying between the 
two cities with their usual rapidity. At the West- 
ern Union office a force of six operators, four of 
them first-class, one of them fair and the other 
very poor, were supplying a very satisfactory ser- 
vice, and the members of the Exchange were 
very willing to acknowledge the ameliorated con- 
dition of affairs. 

“It’s a great deal better to-day,” President 
Ewald remurked tothe reporter. “The Western 
Union bas a very satisfactory iorce of operators 
at work,and in many respects the situation of 
last Saturday is greatly improved upon. The 
plackboards are being supplied pretty regularly 
with quotations, and if we could only get regular 
communication with the inteiior and with Toledo 
we would be gutting along nicely. Uniil we have 
this. however, we shall bave the right to com- 
plain and shall not reffain from the luxury.” 

“T see that you have excluded the striking tele-’ 
graphers from the floor this morning?” 

“Yes. There were complaints made Saturday 
that private policemen had been admitted to the 
floor, whose object was to watch the strikers, and 
this morning 1 came to the conclusion that the 
best way to ag yy for trouble is to prevent 
it,so it was decided not to admit the strikers. 
Anyhow, it’s avery hot day, and the fewer out- 
siders in the room the more comfortable it will be 
for the members.”

Holding Their Own. : 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, July 23.—The Herald says: “The 


striking telegraphers and the Western Union 
company seem as far from an agreement as ever, 
and whatever relief the company experienced 
yesterday was probably due to the customary 


Sunday cessation of commercial activity. It was 
reported yesterday afternoon that the Baltimore 
and Ohio company and the Rapid Telegraph com- 


pany had

demands, and were emploving additional help, so 
wherever their lines run there should not be 


as much delay as there was during the latter 
portion of last week. The Western Union com- 
pany. appear to be confident of ultimate triumph, 


and so do the strikers, but the publi¢ is growing 
impatient at the delay and annoyance to which it 
is subjected by the lack of agreement betweepthe 
contending parties. For the public’s sake either 
side could hondrabiy listen to propositions look- 
ing towards a compromise. It was sald last night 
upon what is believed to be excellent authority, 
that a grand coup was in preparation by the 
striking telegraphers, which, if successfully ac- 


complished, would certainly inflict a serious blow 
upon the Western Union company. The plan, as 
it was outlined by a gentleman well known 
in telegraph circles, was simply this: 
“ combination was to be formed between 
the American Rapid Telegraph company. 
the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph company, and 
the Brotherhood of Telegraphers with the object 
of transferring much of the business beretofore 
controlied by the Western Union Company to its 
two younger rivals, and thus 
CRIPPLING STILL FURTHER 
the strikers’ great adversary. The present 
strike, as is well known, is directly against the 
Western Union Company, Theother two com- 
panies; while they have uot paid their employes as 
much as is called for by the bill of grievances on 
which the strike is based, have been more liberal 
than the Western Union. The sentiment of 
the Brotherhood toward them, therefore. was 
from the first disposed to be more kindly than 
toward the monopoly company. The operators 
in the office of the Baltimore and Ohio and the 
American Rapid weat out with the Western 
Union men, however, and the work of the two 
companies, like thatof the third, has almost come 
toa standstill. Mr. Garrett, of the Baltimore 
and QOhio, has been very quietiy in New 
York for three days and has held several 
consultations with J. May, the 
vice-president and manager of the American 
Kapid Company. Mr. Shaw, of the Brotherhood 
Executive Committee, the leader of the strike, has 
aiso been at these councils, and it is said that the 
result of the deliberation has been that the Balti- 
more and Ohio and the American Rapid are to

asked by the brotherhood, who, in turn, will put 
the best. operators in the coputry at the service of 
these two companies, and assist them in every 
way to break down the Western Union. Ata 
meeting on Saturday afternoon between Mr.

From returns made to 
him of wheat threshing around DuQuoin, showed 
by threshing machine measurement that from 
6li4 acres the yield was only 1,592 bushels, or an 
average of 2.43 bushels to the acre. Two fields of 
190 and 40 acres respectively only yielded one 
bushel tothe acre. Another. field of 100 acres, 
not included in the above 614, did not yiela enough 
wheut to pay for the labor of threshing.——Out of 
the 143 cars and 11,195 sacks of wheat reported in- 
6pected this morning, onlv 2 cars No. 2 red and 3 
cars No. 3red were old wheat.——A year ago to- 
aay the inspections were 351 cars and 28,000 sacks 
wheat, of which 247 cars and 25,000 sacks inspect- 
ed No. 2, or over two-thirds graded No, 2 of the 
inspections. To-day not one-half graded No. 2 of 
the inspections. This speaks volumes. for the 
poorer quality of the wheat received so far this 
year, compared with last year,——C. H. W:ill ie- 
ceived atelegram from lis brother. E. C. Wall, 
reporting great damage to spring wheat by the re- 
cent storms.

From the way that Dr. WitL1Am A. HAm- 
MOND writes about woman in the North 
American Review, weinfer that already he 
is bald-headed and reckless of consequences. 
He not only says that her brain is lighter 
and poorer in gray matter, with less intricate 
convolutions and fewer secondary fissures, 
than man’s, but he asserts that she cannot 
reason abstractly nor exactly, has no concep- 
tion of abstract justice in a case where her 
emotions are involved, and is therefore inca- 
pable of telling the truth in such cases. 

Moreover, he says that, owing to the “pe- 
culiar neurotic condition called the hysteri-

AT 1T AGAIN. 

It again becomes our unpleasant duty to call 
the attention of the authorities to the fact 
that the St. Louis Republican. persists in 
violating the law of the State against print- 
ing and publishing lottery advertisements.

Any person who shall sell or expose to sale, 
or cause tobe sold or exposed to sale, or shall 
keep on band for the purpose of sale, or shall ad- 
vertise or cause to be advertised for sale, or who 
shall print or publish such advertisement, or 
shall aid or assist, or be in an anywise concerned 
inthe sale orexposure to sale of any lottery 
ticket or tickets, or any share or part of any lot- 
tery ticket in any lottery, or device in the nature 
of a lottery, within this State or elsewhere, and 
any person who shall advertise or cause to be ad- 
vertised the drawing “ef any scheme in any lot- 
tery; or sball print or publish such advertisement, 
aud shall be convicted thereof in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, shall for each and every 
such offense forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
one thousand dollars. 


The advertisement referred to filled a 
column in the Republican, was addressed 
“To the Public” over the signature of ‘“M. 
A,’ DAUPHIN, President of the Louisiana 
State Lottery Company;” and, whileit in- 
eluded an official letier from Postmaster 
Gen. Hower, was nothing more nor less than 
an elaborate advertisement gotten up to aid 
the sale of lottery tickets. It is a lottery ad- 
vertisement, and as such its insertion in yes- 
terday’s Republican was paid for. The Re- 
publican has systematically violated the law 
against lottery advertisements, and will con- 
tinue to so do until its lawlessness is pun- 
ished. 

-Not long ago our virtuous contemporary 
severely condemned a prize-package tea 
store enterprise on Fourth street, and de- 
nounced it asa lottery. It told the public in 
a loud voice how it had refused the wicked 
advertisement of this demoralizing tea store.

FORAKER’S TASK. 

If we are to judge from ForAKER’s 
speeches, the Republican party of Ohio is in 
avery debilitated condition and heinonsly 
unprovided with campaign thunder. The 
Republican nominee’s speech at Hamilton 
was a remarkably tame and pointless rigma- 
role. In trying to make a point out of the 
differences and uncertainties of Democratic 
opinion on the tariff question, he declared 
himself a Protectionist, though the leading 
organ of the Ohio Republicans and his chief 
supporter in the present contest, the Com- 
mercial Gazette, is one of the sturdiest oppo- 
nents of Protection. His answer to the 
arraignment of his party for administrative 
corruption was the pot-house allegation that 
the foreman of the jury acquitting the Star 
Routers was a Democrat, and acquitted them 
“for revenue only.” The remainder of his 
Speech was a defense of the Scott law, 
and of his  party’s course on the 
liquor question, This defense was bound 
to be an inconclusive whine when the follow- 
ing remarkable confession was its keynote: 

We do not claim that it is perfect; legislation 
seldom is. We do not claim, either, that it will 
give entire satisfaction to every man ana every 
class of men in the State; there are very few laws 
that do. But we do claim thatit is better than 
anything we have had in this State since the 
adoption of the present Constitution. Fer thirty 
years the traffic has had free trade and been prac- 
tically free from all taxation. During ali this 
time it has been growing in strength, multiplying 
its evil and increasing the costs of government.

Ralph Clayton, the Oldest Resident of St. 
Louis County, Passes Away. * 


St. Louis county vesterday lost, in the death of 
the venerable Ralph Clayton, its oldest and best 


‘Known resident. Mr. Clayton was born in Augus- 


ta county, Va., on February 22, 1788. His father, 
a citizen of London, came to this country in 1744. 
Ralph was the first-born of his father’s children, 
and he survived all of his six brothers and sisters. 


Ralph learned the tanner’s trade, and about 1805 
removed to Richmond, Va., and worked iu Tate’s 
tanuery, in that city, He came Westin 1818 with 
Col. Wm. Miller, of Miller’s lron-works, Virginia, 
Dr. Joseph Craig and Joseph Christman. The 
marty landed in St. Louis, then a town of 2.000 
nhabitants, on November 27 of that year. After 
an eventiul trip througu the State Mr. Clayton 
returned to Si. Louls and in 1821 purchased 
the well-known Clayton homestead of 
700 acres in St. Louts County from John McKnig ht 
for $10 an acre. A partot this land is now the 
town of Clayton, and the county seat of St. Leuis 
County, having been given by Mr. Clayton for 
that purpose in 1877. Shortly after purchasiug 
the farm, Mr. Clayton established a tannery, 
which he conducted for thirty-five vears.
